Tl&e Iicagiie— Its Object- 

Some (lifforoiice of opinion wohIJ ivp- 
poar to cxiftt in this coniiuunity rospoct- 
ing the olijoct of tlio organiziitiou taoh- 
niciilly known na the "Britisli Columbia 
Torma of Union Presorvalion League, " 
and wo find that misrepioaontatious re. 
Bpeuting it hftVQ been circulatod abroad, 
doubtless by no friendly band and with 
no patriotic intent. It may not be amiss, 
thereforo, to prosent a' brief statement of 
the oiroumstancea which gave rise to tbo 
O'ganizationaadtho object it had in view. 
Eoversing the order of events, lot us sea 
what the published constitution says.— 
"Whereas the Terms of Union between 
this Province and the Dominion of fan- 
adu have not been fulfilled by the Gov- 
ernment of Canada: And whereas cer- 
tain statements haTO been made by mem- 
bers of the Government of Canada to the 
effect that they would not fulfil IheTerniB 
of Union entarcd into between British 
Columbia and Canada, but Vrould seek 
for a relaxation thereof; And wlicrfa.-; an 
altempc has beai made iy the Local Govern- 
ment to alter the 2'erins of Union without the 
consent of the People of British Columbia, 
it is considered advisable to form a So- 
ciety, to bo called tho "BritLsh Columbia 
Terms of Union I'roHrrvation League," 
for the purpose of xcatcltlnij and protecting 
the interests of JJrilish Columbia, and for 
taking such action as via;/ from time to time 
be deemed necessary /or the attainment oj 
• such object, and that such Society should 
embrace the people of tho wholo of Bri- 
tish Columbia who are desirous of join- 
ing tho same." 

The designation adopted by the organi- 
suiticn was, perhaps, not the most hai>py, 
tending, as it does, to give color of trutli 
to the assertiou that the Leaguo was fc- 
med lor the purpose of insisting upon 
theiulfiUmeut of tho old Terms in the 
sonae and to the extent of refusing au^ 
and all proposals that might be offered 
by the Dominion Government, without 
any reference whatever to tlieir goodness. 
That such a doctrine has been promul- 
gated outside of tho organization wc 
know. That it has even gained a foot 
hold within the pale of the League, there 
is no reason to doubt. But that it has 
won, or is likely to win, any considerable 
number of converts either outside or in- 
side we do not believe. Tho reader will 
observe that the doctrine finds no juslili 
cation in the constitution. But tno true 
object and positiou of tho League will 
more clearly appear when viewed in the 
light of tho circumstances to which it 
owes its birth. Tho Provincial Govoni- 
mpnt hn'l aitomptod ta oppu ui> and nn- 
danRer.if notabsolutely destroy the Terms 
of Union, without any valuable equivalent 
beiUK oucurod lo iho country, aiin witlioul 
any reference to the people. Tho posi- 
tion taken by the Oppo.sition in the House 
and, it may be added with truth, by tho 
people outside of the Abuse, was, 
(1) that it was no time to open 
up or alter the Terms of Union 
when the first Minister of Canada 
had openly pioclaimed his dctorminatiou 
to seek a relaxation from British ' Colum- 
bia and before tho proposal had been 
made known; and (2) that no alteration 
of the Terras should Ijo' entertained or 
agreed to by tlio government of British. 
Columbia until such alteration liad first 
been submitted to, and roseived tho full 
and intelligent assent of the pcojjle. The 
proposition that no oflor wliich Mr. Miic- 
kenzio might make in tlio nuturo of new 
Terms should bo considered, entertained, 
or accepted was never propogatcd, much 
less adopted by tlio party. Indeed, tho 
speeches, resolutions and jjetitiona con- 
Btructively prove that no such doctrine 
was entertained by eitlior party. Ti.ko, 
lor instance, tho following Itosolutiou, 
unanimOudly adopted by the House: — 

"That, in view of the importance of tho 
Bailway Clause of the Terms of Union 
between Canada and British Oolumbia 
being faithfully carried out by Canada, 
this House is of opinion that no altera- 
tion in the said cjauao should bo per- 
mitted by the Government of this I'ro- 
vince, until the same has been submitted lo 
the people for their endorsation." 

Or take the following Besolution,o£rer- 
cd by Mr. McCreight liimself : — 

'"That it is unadvisablo to enter int,') 
any negotiations for capitalizing tho Dry 
Dock (iua -antee, or to borrow any money 
from tho Dominion Governincut, until 
the scheme of the Mackemin Ministry fur 
the rehtxation of the Terms of Union s/uill 
be made known; and, further, that 
it is improper to interfere in any manner 
with tho TermH, )v to agree to any new 
Terms ofTored L)y tlio Miickonzio Govern- 
ment, ini^// f/ic .vr/^ib' fha/l hdVi; been sub- 
mitted lo Ihepeople for ado/Jion." 

Then, again, turn to tho resolution 
unanimously passed by tho largest 
and most enthusiustio public meetinBr 
ever hold in the country, viz: that held 
at Philharmonic Hall, on Saturday even- 
ing, tno 7tli I'Vibruary : — 

"Jiosolrc.d — That this mooting dooms 
it unadvisable to outer into any negotia- 
tions for oapitiilizing tho Dry Dock guar- 
antee or to borrow any money from tho 
Mackenzie Government, until the scheme 
of the Mackenzie Ministry for the relaxation 
of the Terms of Union shall be. made known. 
And, further, that it is diHtiuctly oppos- 
ed to tho Provincial tioverninent inter- 
fering in auy manner witli tho Tomia, of 
agreeing to any now Terms ollbred by tho 
Mackenzie Government until the same 
shall have been submitted to the people for 
adoption," 

Ur to tho petition presented to tho 
House on tho following Monday by the 
people, in which tho above resolution 
waa recited verbatim. It will thus he 
seen that, in every instance and 
on every oooaaion, tho posi- 
tion taken even b^ the most ultra was: wuit 
till Mr. Meckenzie's proposal is mado; and 
then let it bo submitted to tho pnojjlo for 
their aoceptanco or rejection. And that 
is the position wo have taken all along. 
It is precisely the position wo occupy to- 
day. "The Terms, the wholo Terms" is 
our motto, for we cannot talk now 
Terms; but we decline, aiid have over 
deolinod,to go a step farther and say "no- 
thing but tho TeririH," because wo liold, 
and have over lield, that tho peopld ouglil 
to be in a position to tro;it in a rational 
and busiuGss liko spirit any proposal Mr, 
Maokonzio maysubmit, and to accept it if 
•atisfiud lbat,undcrall the oircumstancos, 
it U for tbo host. Mr, Mackenzie hat iub> 
tnittoa a proposal vhiob there is Arorjr 
It MOD to. it bit ttUim«tqm. . ITat 



knowing sutricicntly well tho details of 
Hint in-opos.il, wo will not now advo- 
cato its aoceptanco; but wo do contend

Mr. A. Noltner, editor of tho Oregon 
City. J5,l(i/(37*/)rfse, .who was hero to institute 
the Grand Lodfje Of ^British Colombia, 
writes 'as follows concerning his visit:

I)r. Kenealy nnd his Client 

In April says the London 7V;)if;-;,a i)ui)- 
lic meeting was heldat Cambridge Hall, 
Newman street, Oxford street, "for the 
purpose of expressing .sympathy with Dr. 
Kenealy in the persecution ho was now 
BufTcring in bonneotion with his defence 
of tho claimant at the late trial in the 
Court of Queen's Bench." Tho hall was 
densely crowded in every part. Mr. G, 
Skipworth occupied tho chair and was 
loudly cheered upon taking his position. 
Tho Chairman, in oiiouing tho proceed- 
ings, having briefly referred to the treat- 
ment he had personally experienced from 
tho Lord Chief Justice, said he felt great 
regret that no public effort had yet been 
made to obtain tho ridcase of that unfor- 
tunate man who was now languishing in 
prison, and whom ho believed to be per- 
fectly innocent of all that had been laid 
to his charge. Mr. Skipworth concluded 
a speech la.sting more than one hour amid 
loud cheering, with a few expressions of 
dissent. Tho Secretaay of tho Kenealy 
Fund read a list of contribHlions which 
have boen received up t'> thepivsont time. 
Ho also stated that the amount now ow- 
ing to' Dr. Kenealy for fees in connoction 
with tho late trial was 1,300 guineas. Mr. 
Gibson moved the following resolution: 
"That the thanks of this meeting bo ten- 
dered to Dr. Kenealy, (.]. C., for his 
eloquent, legal, able, and fearless asser- 
tion of his client's rights as disidayed by 
him in conducting the defence in tho late 
Tichborno trial ; also that this meeting 
expresses its feelings of vopugnanoe at 
tbo one'aid0d.''i)^iQner ia which the late 
Government conducted the prosecution. " 
Mr. Guildford Onslow, on rising to se- 
cond tho resolution, was gruotod with 
loud ohooring. Ho said ho was now able 
to speak without having the fear of the 
Lord Chief Justice before him; and ho 
would take this tho first opportunity of 
expressing bis firm oonviction that the 
uufortunate man now langnishing in j^ri- 
aon was tho real and veritable Sir Roger 
Tichborno. He said tho prosecution was 
^\ icked, tho trial a farco, and tho verdict 
and seutonco most unjust. Tho iiniuc- 
diato object of this meeting was to do 
honour to Dr. Kenealy, one of the most 
able and honest mon at the English Bar. 
He considered the Bar of tho Oxford 
Circuit had disgraced itself by its recent 
treatment of Dr. l\(nioaly, espooially pen- 
din;; the (•iiquiry about lo ho instilnted 
by tho llenclionj of Gray's Inn, lie con- 
tt'iidcd at some length that the claimant 
had not received a fair trial, and that, as

Whatever oleiueht of truth 'thoro might 

have been in tho varied and contradic- 
tory allegations respecting the objects 
ami ])urposcs of tho steamer Virgiuina, 
there can bo no question that through-

There was :io jKditical signilicance 
sought lo be attachoil to the event, but 
commuuicaliou'j of .sympathetic ro 
gard and oll'ers of assistance wore 
received. The Army and Navy Club, 
which tendered the reception, appointed 
as the committee to take charge of tho ar- 
rangomonts Commodore Barry, Gen. Aa- 
l)iiiwall, (!ol. Hildt.Oen. Mc:Mahon,Capt. 
.McL'rea and Gen. Sliarpo. Invitations 
wore extonded lo tho civic, State and Fed 
eral authorities lo Im present, and tho re- 
prosentativea of those bodies, whose 
names appear below, were in attendance. 
Communicatiotis were received from Pre- 
sident Grant, (Jen. Sherman, Gen. Belk- 
nap, Secretary Robes(ni, tho Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supremo Court, and others, ex- 
pressive of their comjilete satisfaction at 
tho action of tlio Army and Navy Club 
in teudoriug Capt. Loraine a cordial wel- 
eonio. 

Capt. Lorraine was formally introduo- 

od to Gen. Hancock, the President of the 
Club, l)y Gen. Aspinwall.

Club of Now York. You have gracefully 
accepted it, and it only remains to mo to 
ask your permission to present to you the 
members of tho .\ruiy und Navy Club, as 
well as our invited guests. (Applause.)
